A translation of the letters of Admiral 


Uervera to tbe Spanish minister of 
marine, of interest to this particular 
locality, especially, has been made from 
tho book forwarded to the editor of the 
Herald by the admiral. Tbe translation 
is by Dr. Treadwell of this city and is 
very interesting. 


Having related the events following 


the destruction of his fleet and up to 
the assigning of the Spanish sailors to 
the Portsmouth and Norfolk navy yards 
and Aunapolis, he says: 


"During our stay m Portsmouth the 


Bishop of Portland and the Portsmouth 
priest came to see us and I fiud no 
words to express their kindness. 


"We remained in Portsmouth foiir 


days, then we went to Antapohs where 
I was received with the honors doe my 
rank 
A well-furnished house was pro- 


vided for me. 
Iu that oily we were 


cared for as perhaps history has never 
recorded prisoners being treated. 


"August 12 we left Annapolis and 


reached Portsmouth the following day, 
where we found a lieutenant awaiting 
U3 by Admiral Carpenter's order. 
He 


invited me to stay at the admiral's 
house with my adjutant, my paymasti r 
and my ensign. This invitation I de 
clin d fearing 
it might prove too 


onerous to the admiral. 


"i found conditions different here 


fro-n what then were at Annapolis. 
There was not the same material com- 
fort. i or the same courtesy; on the con, 
trary, il was noticeable at once that 
there was a lack of material,welfare, and 
in the relations with our enemies I 
thought I could see friction, and on the 
part of some of them a desire to ir<ake 
especially the officers feel that tl ey were 
prisoners, and make them snffcr the 
bitterness of tbeir sad lot 
While it 


never came to open insults, there is no 
doubt that the people there did not act 
according to the desires and oertoiuly 
»ot the spirit that prevailed in the highei 
government spheres. 


"As to the material care I will state 


that for lodging tho men, ten barracks 
had been built, each 100 feet long aud

The Right of Womeft to Work When 


TMy Af* Net OBIiftd to Do So— 
The Question of Working to Get 
Extra Money for Luxuriea. 


j 


Everybody will admit, at least in the- 


oriy that- women may work without 
blame vh«ri tney must do it to earn a 
living^ amya Alice Stone Blackwell in 
rhe STew York Sun. But many persona 
bitterly denounce those women, and es- 
pecially those married women who 
work, lor wages from choice, not from 
compulsion. As ex-Senator Ingalls ex- 
l>reB(?es it: "They want pecuniary inde- 
pendence. 
They desire more pleasure 


"and 
recreation, finer raiment, travel, 


Bociety. and so seek public and private 
employment:" nnd he complains that 
each woman who succeeds displaces 
some man with his living to earn. The 
question, therefore, resolves itself into 
this: Have women a right to earn mon- 
ey when they are not compelled? 


But the 'question whether a married 


woman shall or shall not engage in 
outside work is a question between her- 
self and her family, not between her- 
eelf and the government. It is doubtless 
best for the community that the av- 
eragfe man should undertake only one 
business and should give his -full at- 
tention to it but the government does 
not step in to prevent him undertaking 
two, or three, or half a dozen, if he 
chooses. 
There is n& reason why it 


should he more meddlesome in the case 
o? A'omen.' ''. - 


A woman has, and should have, the 


legal right to earn money for luxuries, 
if she ii able and desirous but has she 
the moral right? 
To answer this we 


must broaden the question and ask, 
"Have people a moral right to \vork for 
money when they are not compelled to 
do so'" Mr. Ingalls would answer. "Yes 
if they are men: no, if they are wo- 
men." But no such double standard of 
ethics can he maintained. A famous 
clergyman wac once told by a young 
scoffer that the religion he preached 
might bft very good for old women, but 
it would not do for men The minister 
answered, "Sir, either the religion I 
preach !•» true or it is not true. If it 
Is true It is good for everybody: if it 
is not true, it is neither good for old 
women or for anybody else." If a law 
of right and wrong is valid at all, it is 
valid a)l around. When a young man 
Inherits from his father a fortune suffi- 
cient to support himself and a family, 
is it wicked for him to go into business 
and try to make more, thus displacing 
some man Mho has his living to earn? 
If it is not wrong for a millionaire's 
son, 
why should it be \\rong for his 


daughter? When the average man has 
accumulated enough for himself 
and 


his family to live upon is he under a 
moral obligation to retire from busi- 
ness, and cease competing with men 
i\ho have not yet accumulated a com- 
petence? Mr. Ingalls would say that 
every man, married or single, has a 
perfect right to stay in business as 
long as he choosea, In order to earn 
luxuries oil her for his. ftimily or for 
himself. Tie mny h«'iip up money be- 
yond the wildest estimate of his or bis 
fiirrily's possible needs, and the moro 
money he makes, the more people will 
think of him, so long as he makes it 
lioncstlv. By what possible process of 
reasoning can Mr. Ingalls claim 
for 


himself and all other men tho right 
to work for luxuries, and at the- same 
time enjoin upon all women a literal 
compliance with the Scriptural injunc- 
tion "having bread and raiment, there- 
with to lie content?" 
The membiis 


of the Salvation Army have a right to 
rebuke the women wno work for luxu- 
ries, but no other men under the sun 
are entitled to cast a stone at them; 
least of all Ameiican men, \\ ho as a 
class possess in a high degree both the 
liking and the talent for making mon- 
ey. 


Does it lo»,w that it is never wrong 


for a married w««nian to work for lux- 
uries? Sometimes it '.s. It is wrong for 
people to neglect their families in or- 
der to earn luxuries, of course: but 
this sin is not found wholly or chiefly 
among women. As Gov. Roosevelt aaul 
the other day to the Assembly of Moth- 
ers at Albany, a father's influence as 
well as a mother's i< essential to the 
best bringing up of a family: \et how 
many men do \\e know so absorbed in 
the race for -wealth that they hardly 
pee thf>ir children except on Sundays: 
Thpre are twenty such father* to one 
mother who neglects her family.

Let husbands be educa- 
ted to realize that ihe wife is a partner 
in the-matrimonial firm who contri- 
butes cash value, if phe docs not con- 
tribute rash, and that she is entitled 
to some regular share of the family in- 
come to spend as she chooses. There 
are thourands of nnrried women woik- 
iner for wages to-dny (mostly atsewmp-. 
knitting, worsted \vork, and other such 
things as qaii bo done in odd moments 
at 
homp), who would never hive 


thought of doinjr It if their hnsbandfa 
had realized this simple fact. Lot any 
fafr-mimled man put himself in his 
wife's place. Let him consider how he 
would feel If h" could never get any 
spending money except in one or tn-<j 
wayfc-r-elther by asking his wife for It, 
and satisfying her that he was going 
to make a wis<> use of it or »lse by 
earning it outside of his regular busi- 
ness. Would he not sell every su-ing of 
troitt he could catoh during his holi- 
days, even if he did Interfere with the 
profits1 "bf the professional 
fisherman? 


The average woman Is in just 
that 


position. Her regular business is tak- 
ing care of a house and family. It en- 
sures her a support, but no spending 
money. There Is a legitimate wish In 
every human heart for the nnque*- 
tlonerl control of norm* amnnnt of mon- 
ey, however small. To gt>t it xhe mn^t 
earn It outride of h«»r regular buxinf SB, 
1 and, naturally, she trlca every < onci iv. 
I able way.

There is probably no branch of mar- 


keting that so puzzles an inexperlenorx. 
housewife, nor one in which she is Of- 
ten worsted, as in buying meats. 


The young housekeeper may alwaya 


be sure that meat that la bright and 
red IB young1 and tender. If the color be 
of the shade she sought so earnestly for 
her ox-blood gown, she may be certain 
that the meat is old. The age of a beef 
can safely be determined by its color. 
If light red it is young; if dark red. old. 


It Is well for economic reasons to buy 


a large roast, aary ten pounds, at a 
time, if your family Is large enough to 
dispose of it. By so doing you can get 
a fine cut of tenderloin and a good fillet 
for a separate dish for another meal. 
By combining a rib and tenderloin thus 
you can buy them both for the same 
price you would for either alone. 


There are only about two good sir- 


loin cuts of a beef. They should be cut 
to include the Hat bone, for the adage 
that "Nearer the bone, sweeter 
the 


meat," is strictly true. A good test of 
the age of meat is the color of the fat. 
If white it is younj?; if yellow it is old. 
The color of meat is a good guide, but 
it is one that is almost indescribable. 
The sense of smell is quick to detect 
the difference between the fresh, blood- 
like smell of new meat and the stale, 
lancid odor of the old. 


Fresh fish Is firm outside and is crisp 


and shiny and rather dry. If stale it <s 
likely to be slimy and tlabby nad plia- 
ble to the touch. The blood of a fish is 
an infallible indication. If a bright red, 
it is of pristine freshness if the bloo»l 
be muddy and brownish the fish is too 
stale for use. 


The \vings indicate the age of a fowl. 


If they bend easily at the touch they 
belong- to ,\ young1 fowl. Grasp the wins: 
at the upper part where the bone is 
largest. Its power of resistance is a cri- 
terion of the age of the fowl. 
If It is 


soft and cartilaginous, the meat will be 
tender if the wings: are hard, the meat 
will be tough. Pressing the thumb firm- 
ly upon the breastbone of a fowl is an- 
other reliable test. The meat is as old 
as the breastbone is hard. 


The color of the skin of a chicken, 


duck, turkey or goose determines large- 
ly its age. The skin of the young Is a 
very light yellow, almost white. 
As 


it gets older the skin gradually dark- 
ens. The fat of an old chicken grows a 
dark yellow. If a chicken has been on 
ice long the flesh gets tlabby and the 
skin bluish. It maj" be taken as an in- 
variable rule, however, that by their 
breastbones and pinions you shall know 
the age uf chickens, ducks, turkeys 
and geese. 


As to potatoes, the golden mean Is 


best. 
They should be light m color, 


thin skinned and of medium size and 
weight. 
The medium ones are more 


likely to be solid before cooking and 
mealy afterward. 


The quality of most vegetables may 


best be tested by weighing them in 
your hands. A head of cabbage, for in- 
stance, may look pk.inp when it is real- 
ly shrivelled at the heart. If by lifting 
it you learn that it is lighter than it 
looks you will know that the leaves arc- 
withered and the hc'u-t, perhaps, coarse 
and pithy. 
Cabba.-e should be crisp 


and compact You cbould look beneath 
the outer leaves to ve sure that the in- 
ner ones are all th-.>> promise. 


Test celery by V'-aking it to see 


•whe'her it is crisp. IIQ not throw away 
the root, which hi. - the choicest flavor 
in the plant. The s1 in is the best incli- ! 
cation of the coruj.'jon of cauliflower. 
If it is tough, strin,.y or discolored tht: 
same condition is true of the head of 
the cauliflower. Select the smaller rad- 
ishes always, 
Th-'' large ones will be 


coarse if they are not pithy. The color 
is a good indication of their quality. 
They should be of a bright red or pink. 


Cranberries may l.s tested by the eye, 


taste and touch. T- •"•>' should be crisp 
and solid, very pin :,ent and of medi- 
um red. If too daik t> red they are over- 
ripe and soft. Revr>-:nber that the me- 
dium sized, thin-skii.riod fruits are thc» 
best. 


Don't touch the :.i>f>les you expect to 


buy. Their red or . -How plumpness is 
very deceptive. Th" *<iueh of the fingers 
no matter hmv ligl :. bruises the apple, 
and start? the pr>" '•-ss ot decay. >nu 
v.iu^t be educated ; -. apple lore to buy 
intelligently, for t."-:ing the fruit is not 
always practicable nr convenient, and 
touching is forbidcl'n. You must kno.v 
what varieties are tart and which ain 
sweet, which are ft firm and which 
are of soft pulp. In the meantime, until 
the lack of educati.-n has been supplied 
there is nothing t^ he done but

blindly follow the greengrocer's, or 
fruiterer's, load in the matter. 


Oranges should bR tbin-sltined and of

Washington, Dec. 15.— Mo-jnt Vernon

Lodge on the Philippines. 


Washington, Dec. 15. — Senator Henry 


Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, chair- 
man of the important Coinmittep on 
the Philippines, explains the jurisdic- 
tion and scope of the new island com- 
mittees in pai;t as follows: 


"It will ultimately become the duty 


of the Philippines committee, I suppose. 
to deal with all questions connected 
with the islands, and to consider for 
suV>mis«.lon to the Senate the policy 
which the United States should pursue 
in regard to them. But these are, of 
course, questions of the future. The 
paramount necessity of the present 
moment is the restoration of order in 
thi> islands, the ending of the war, and 
the extinction of the last embers of, the 
insurrection which has now degenerat- 
ed into mere brigandage. This is ull 
vvoik for the army, and is an "Executive 
funt lion. Until peace and order arc 
absolutely restored there ought not to 
be any Congress action."

ROME'S CONCESSION. 


Catholic Sisters Permitted to Attend 


Outside Lectures in Secular Garb. 
Advocates of the higher education 


of women are surpi ised by an unex- 
pected and extraordinary concession 
from that most conservative of au- 
thorities, the Pope. 
The head of thej 


French teaching Si&tcrs of the Sacred 
Heart, a very progie&sive woman, 
went belore the Vatican authorities 
not long ago with an educational plan 
by which the novices of the order 
were to be allowed to take a normal 
school course outeide their convent 
restrictions and taught by outside up- 
to-date professors. 


Some eminent French ecclesiastics 


favored the idea, but in Rome it was 
frowned upon, and a formal refusal 
was given to permit its application. 


A much more important and wide- 


reaching concession has now been 
made by the Pope in favor of the Mar- 
celline Sisters, the inobt educational 
of all the religious communities in 
Italy. They are not only allowed to at- 
tend the lectures in the public uni- 
versities of Rome, mingling there 
with laymen and listening to lectures 
by professors of every mental order, 
but they doff their religious dress to 
do so. When they return to the con- 
vent in the evening they put on their 
religious habit again. 


The congregation of Sisters is com- 


paratively new. They applied to the 
Pope for approbation in December, 
1896. He has just given them a defin- 
ite sanction as a community with sim- 
ple vows, the decree being published 
by the Cardinal Prefect of Bishops 
and Regulars the last week in Octo- 
ber. 


Here in New York there has been 


trouble with the State ^authorities 
where Sisters taught in &ome of the 
public schools in the interior cities 
wearing their religious garb. A solu- 
tion of the difficulty may be found in 
this new precedent 
established in 


Rome—N. Y. Herald. 


Wireless Telegraphy. 


Wireless telegraphy is to be used in 


a novel and practical manner at Hali- 
fax. 
The harbor there is often diffi- 


cut 
of access, 
especially 
during 


storms, and as a result many vessels 
have been -wrecked while approaching 
it. 
Mr. A y. Hamilton has now in- 


vented an apparatus with the object of 
facilitating the approach to the harbor 
and thus minimizing the danger of 
shipwrecks. 


The aparatus consists of what may 


be called an electric buoy on which 
is a bell connected with the land by 
means of a submarine cable. 
In ad- 


dition to the bell the buoy is intended 
to hold a Marconi transmitter 
from 


which signals may be sent from land 
to a distance of four or five miles. 
Now the inventor asserts that in this 
manner all vessels provided with re- 
ceivers suitable for wireless teleg- 
raphy can not only be readily warned 
of danger as they approach the coast, 
but can also at-certain their exact situ- 
tion if they will only pay heed to the 
signals transmitted. 


The inventor's intention apparently 


is to have a buoy placed In each spot 
where there is the most likelihood of 
peril and to have signals sent by the 
Marconi systefh of wireless teleg- 
raphy whenever there is any danger 
of a storm. The successful manner in 
which the Marconi system worked 
during the international yacht races 
has satisfied Mr. Hamilton that it may 
be relied upon to do good service in 
connection with his buoys.—N. Y. 
Herald. 


The Piano Fixture. 


People who are bothered by a young 


musician practicing on the piano may 
be .somewhat consoled by a knowl- 
edge of some of the many devices 
which have recently been patented for 
the use of such students. Recently an 
apparatus closely resembling a thumb 
screw was put on the market and was 
endorsed hy some music teachers as 
calculated to greatly increase the 
roach of piano players. Now a piano 
player's harness is given to the world, 
with equally strong endorsements. 
It 


is intended to prevent pupils from 
dropping the wrists too low and is fit- 
ted with handcuffs and an adjustable 
strap, which passes over the shoul- 
ders. While sustaining the hands in 
the proper position for fingering the 
koys of a piano it is yielding to a suf- 
ficient extent to permit the hand to 
reach all the octaves of th« keyboard.

ENGLAND'S RAGE RISING. 


Jo»«ph Chamberlain la Ci'ltlelMd For 


Leading the Briton* Into the Boer 
War—Telling Victory Mu§t Come at 
Once to Avoid a Claah—Boer Forcea 
Said to Have Been Captured. 


London. Dec. 15.—The War Office has 


advised the Government to call upon 
the entire available reserves in Great 
Britain, including- the militia bat- 
talions, for volunteers to organize an- 
other division of 30,000 man for service 
in South Africa. 


Lord Roberts urges the use of a 


larger contingent of native Indian 
cavalry. 


Three hundred British gujnnei-s have 


been ordered to proceed from Gibraltar 
to the Cape. 


The War Office has also Announced 


that the Sixth Division of the Second 
Army Corps will leave on Sunday for 
South Africa, and that the Seventh Di- 
vision will be mobilized immediately. 


The Boer loss is said to toe upward 


of 700 in killed and wounded in the bat- 
tle at Modder raver. 


They Feel Depreuad. 


London, Dec. 15.—"Lord IMethuen's 


check, following: General Catacre's re- 
pulse," says the Cape Town corre- 
spondent of the Dally News, "has had 
a most depressing: effect upon the loy- 
alists, who are by no means a grow- 
ing body. They are filled with dark 
forebodings. Dutch disaffection is rap- 
idly growing. A large section is rest- 
less and would need but little persua- 
sion to join the Boers. 


"There are disturbing reports from 


the eastern districts of Cape Colony, 
where many secret meetings have been 
held. The imperial authorities 
are 


arming the loyal farmers in the Stut- 
terheim and Bedford districts." 


Earlier Feeliny in London. 


London, Dec. 15.—England's rage is 


rising. The nation is calm in the face 
of two stunning disasters—Gatacrp's 
and Mfthuen's, Stormberg and Magers- 
fontein—but it it, the calm that pre- 
cedes the storm. 


That storm, unless telling victories 


come quickly, threatens to break at 
any moment upon the Cabinet Ihat has 
led the country into the valley of hu- 
miliation. Joseph Chamberlain, who is 
held responsible for the Boer war, will 
feel the first fury of the gathering 
tempest. Lord Lansdowne, Secretary of 
State for War, who is charged with 
patch work in the handling of the army 
will next feel its force and the rest of 
the Government, if the storm breaks, 
will go down with these two in the 
general wreck. 


The War Oflioe has just decided to 


mobi'ize an eighth division in reserve 
and to send the seventh division to the 
Cape. Certain 
foreign stations will 


probably be garrisoned with militia, 
and. i£ necessary volunteers will be 
called to take the places of the militia 
at home. 


It is also likely that he militia re- 


serve will be sent out to join their res- 
pective battalions, and the War Office 
intends to order four more battalions 
of mihtra embodied for permanent duty 
to-day. 3t is probable that additional 
offers of troops from tWe colonies will 
be asked for and accepted. 


This dispatch frona Lord Methuen 


has been received, dated Modder River, 
Tuesday, December 12, 7.30 p. m., 
showing that he had fallen back to 
that point- 


"As the Boera occupied their trendies 


strongly this morning I retired in per- 
fect order here, where I am in securi- 
ty. I have gathered from some of tho 
prisoners and from our men with the 
ambulances, who talked with the Boers 
that the enemy's losses were terrible, 
some corps being entirely wiped out. 
The Boers hav« been most kind to niy 
wounded." 


A report to the War Office gives the 


total number of killed, wounded and 
missing of all arms in the British force 
in the engagement of Sunday 
and 


Monday north of Modder River as 817. 
Of the officers 15 were killed and 47 
wounded, while five are missing anj. 
one is known to have been captured. 
There A\ere 650 casualties among the 
non-commissioned officers and men of 
the Highland Brigade at Magersfon- 
tein alone. The Highlanders lost 10 of- 
ficers killed, 38 wounded and 4 missinjj.

So far In his cross-examina- 


tion of witnesses, Bartow S. Weeks, 
Molineux's counsel, has 
studiously 


avoided giving any intimation of the 
defense prepared for the young priso- 
ner, apparently being satisfied with 
making vague insinuations, calculated 
to raise varying doubts in the minds of 
the jurors. 


The Report Not Credited. 


London. Dec. 15.—It is freely rumored 


here that a private despatch to a mili- 
tary officer, which Is not confirmed 
officially, states that Gens. Buller and 
Clery have succeeded in surrounding 
the Boers and relieving Ladysmith. 
The report goes on to say that 3,000 
Boers were killed and
